If the State would regulate itself all 


around by forcing the assrsimeut of prop- 
erty at its legitimate figure, and reduce ex-

Our Gold Coming Back.

Majestic Wednesday is understood to be 
about $3,250,000.

An Interesting Aerial Experiment. 


At. Pennington, President of the Mount 


Carmell (111.) Aeronautic Navigation Com- 
pany, in an interview at Chicago Tuesday, 
said that the first of their airships will be 
completed within three weeks when a trial 
trip will occur. 
The ship will start from 


Mount Carmel and attempt to go to St. 
Louis. From there it will sail up to Chi- 
cago and then to New York. Hall a dozen 
newspaper representatives will be taken on 
the trip. 


New York has made another move to 


consolidate with her suburbs. The pro- 
posed tunnel under the East river has besn 
authorized by the Board of Aldermen. In 
due time the city will be connected with 
New Jersey and Loog Island by both 
bridge and tunnel and, at its present rate 
of growth will soon become the greatest 
centre of population in the world. 


A TORPEDO ATTACK AT NIGHT. 


A TivJd Picture of "David" and "Goli- 


ath" In Modern Naval Warfare. 


The opportunity cornea—a dark night 


and tempestuous. 
The clouds hare cov- 


ered the stars like a pall, and there is a 
howling vrind •which drowna all other 
sounds. The pigmy vessel makes ready 
and puts to sea. It rushes along as swift 
as the wind and as silent as a calm. Big 
waves sometimes sweep over it from end 
to end as it plunges through the dark- 
ness, bat they are not heeded. Small as 
it is, it is stanchly built and can stand 
the strain of storm as well as its adver- 
sary. All men save one are snugly shut 
inside, tending the flying engine and 
preparing the missile of destruction. 
This is a strange bolt, shaped like a ci- 
gar, over ten feet in length, and the 
crew place it in the bow tube. The man 
on deck stands behind a little iron tower 
which shields hirp from the shock of the 
waves, and there he steers the boat. 


In the darkness they seek their adver- 


sary determinedly, and with deadly pur- 
pose, since they are the protectors of 
their native land. The boat searches 
for a time in vain, for the big ship has 
covered all lights and is lying like a 
sleeping monster 'ipon the waves, await- 
ing morning to renew the havoc. Per- 
haps if the ship remained thus the little 
boat would never find her; but "Goliath" 
becomes uneasy: he fears ."David" will 
make an attack, so be has determined to 
watch. 


A dazzling cone of white light sudden- 


ly starts from a point in the darkness 
and broadens upon the water. Slowly 
it sweeps about over the sea in circling 
arcs. All at once the little boat is bathed 
in a brilliant, blinding glare. The mon- 
ster's eye finds it! But in finding the 
enemy the battle ship has disclosed itself, 
and the dauntless little adversary steams 
straight forward at utmost 
speed. 


Streaks of flame are now shooting from 
under the white light, while the rattling 
reports of rifles and machine guns rise 
sharply above the wind's roar. Shot and 
small shell are falling about like hail 
upon the water, but the monster cannot 
keep the range of the onrushing boat, 
and the missiles fly wide of the mark. 


Suddenly the great ship looms up— 


tall, long, shadowy, overpowering. It 
is not far oft—almost near enough to be 
attacked. Yet a little closer, and the 
intrepid pigmy, still unharmed, slows 
and steadies, with that ominous black 
tube pointing toward the monster's blaz- 
ing side. Shots are falling upon the 
boat, and the man who was steering has 
taken refuge in his iron tower; but in- 
tlde there is a wheel, and he can steer as 
well as before, for around him on a level 
with his eyes are little slits through 
which he can see. Now seconds are 
precious if the brave little craft is to 
escape destruction. The moment has 
come! A lever is pulled, and from that 
black tnbo comes a short, hoarse roar. 
At once the little boaf; begins to turn, 
ready to escape with the speed of the 
wind. 


But beforei the boat can turn a dull, 


heavy shock has jarred the sea. A gi- 
gantic column of white water rushes up- 
ward toward the black clouds. In it the 
tall masts of the monster ship seem to 
sway about and clash together. The 
banging of the guns is sharply succeeded 
by cries of human terror. 


The mass of water falls back into the 


sea with a roaring crash and scatters 
over the waves in great wisps of glisten- 
ing foam. The wind, sweeping on again, 
forms new waves over the disturbed 
water. The monster ship has disappeared 
—the Goliath of the deep is conquered 
by bis pigmy antagonist.—John M. EUi- 
cott in St. Nicholas.

Tapioca* 
' 


The manioc or cassava is a native of 


South America, but it has been success- 
fully introduced for cultivation into 
Africa and other tropical countries. It 
is a bushy shrub, six to ten feet high, 
with large leaves near the ends of the 
branches. 
The articles prepared for 


commerce come from the roots or tubers, 
which are large and like turnips, but 
frequently weighing as high as thirty 
pounds. They contain a milky juice 
rich in starch, but also rich in hydro- 
cyanic acid, which makes the juice—in 
its natural state—a very deadly poison. 


The acid is driven out by heat and the 


remainder of the juice is extracted by 
boiling. The grated root makes what is 
known in the tropics as cassava or cas- 
sava bread, and is used for food. The 
starch, extracted, is exported as Brazil- 
ian arrowroot, and tapioca is made 
from it by a heating process which 
bursts the starch granules and causes 
some chemical changes.—Good House- 
keeping.

Ap- 
proaching the clerk of the boat she slow- 
ly untied a knot in the corner of her red 
bandana handkerchief and produced 
enough cash to purchase a deck ticket 
for Cincinnati. The wrinkled and feeble 
old negrcss is the heroine of a romance. 
In ante-bellum days she was a slave, and 
was owned by a planter near Asheville, 
N. C. At an early age she -was married 
to a slave of the same master. By him 
she had several children. Over half a 
century ago her husband was taken 
from her and her children, and was sold 
to another planter. The woman con- 
tinued to work on tho North Carolina 
plantation, and in a short time was 
again married. Her whole family was 
then sold to a Virginia man. 


When the emancipation proclamation 


was promulgated the family took ad- 
vantage of their freedom and journeyed 
northward, finally taking up their home 
in Louisville. The husband died after 
the close of tho war, and tho children 
one by one left their mother to seek their 
fortunes elsewhere. The mother toiled 
and labored to make a livelihood. She 
heard nothing of her first husband until 
about a month ago, when one of her sons 
found that the old man was living in 
Newport, Ky. The old negress jour- 
neyed thither and found tho husband of 
her youth. He had also been married 
tho second time, and had several chil- 
dren by the second wife. The latter was 
dead, however, and the reunited couple 
decided to again live together. The wom- 
an returned to Louisville, disposed of 
her effects, and yesterday afternoon com- 
pleted the romance of fifty years by re- 
turning to her husband.—Louisville Post. 


The Dangers of Railroading. 


"There is no branch of railroading 


that is safe," is a saying among men who 
make their living on the iron rails, and 
a man's long service and skillful knowl- 
edge do not throw absolute safeguards 
about Viim. Poor Martin Ryan, who 
had the science of, railroading down to 
the finest notch, was killed by his own 
train after eighteen years of service.

Cincinnati, are sending to Rome for 
presentation to tho pope a white vellum 
manuscript of fifty pages, elaborately 
illuminated and bound in covers, with 
designs by ono of the nuns. The pages 
are painted by seven sisters chosen for 
the purpose from the thirty-seven houses 
of the order in the United States. There 
are three addresses—one to Leo XTTT, 
one to Cardinal Gibbons and a third to 
Archbishop ^Ulder, a portrait accompany- 
ing each dedication. There is a sketch 
of the American branch of the order 
since its foundation in 1840, a poem by a 
nun, with illustrations; views of the 
mother house at Namur, Belgium, and 
of the Ohio house, bits of landscape and 
decorative fancies.—Philadelphia Tele- 
graph.

Grav 'S in tho Crimea. 


Some inlercatiug results were obtained 


from tho arcl,os( logical explorations car- 
ried on in fie Crimea during last sum- 
mer. 
Professor Vos^slovcki found paint- 


ed human bui-C3 in two graves—six skel- 
etons in ono grave and ono in another. 
Tho well known archssologisfc Professor 
Gremplcr, of Breslau, who was present 
last year at tho congress of archffiolo- 
gista at Moscow, is of opinion that these 
graven belonged to the original inhabi- 
tants of tho Crimea, the Cimmerians of 
Herodotus. It was n usage with thorn 
to lay .their deal on elevated spots so 
that tho birds might consume tho flesh. 
When quilo blenched they painted the 
skeletons with eonio mineral pigment. 
Graves containing such painted skeletons 
have been found in Central Asia, but 
only iu a f ow instances. Only three such 
graves had been previously found in the 
Crimea. Professor Grompler proposes to 
take the bkeletons with IIJTI to Paris, 
and exhibit them at tho congress of an- 
thropologists to bo held there during the 
autumn.—Boston Transcript. 


Damages for a Delayed Message.

Carolina has confirmed the action of the 
lower court which awarded to J. T. 
Young, of Craven county. N. C., $10,000 
damages against the Western Union 
Telegraph company. It is represented 
that last year "Young's wife- waa taken 
very ill in Columbia, S. C. Mr. Young 
was at New Berne, N. C., and bis wife 
telegraphed him that she was sick, and 
requested him to come to her at once.

Sleep for School Children. 


We all know how much greater is the 


need of children for sleep than of grown 
persons, and how necessary for theii 
good it is to be able fully to satisfy this 
need, but how great it is genially at 
any particular ago of the child is very 
hard to define esnclly. 
The amount 


varies under different climatic condi- 


ons. In Sweden we consider a sleep of 


eluven or twelve honrs necessary for the 
younger school children and of at least 
eight or nine hours fcr ILi1 <,UiT ones. 
Yet tho investigations lnve thown tint 
ihis requirement lacks much of being 
met in all the cL;;".j through tho whole 
school. Boys ia tho higher classes get 
Dut little more than seven hours in bed, 
and as that is the average it is'easy to 
perceive that many of them must con- 
;ent themselves with still less Bleep. 


It is also evident from tho investdga- 


ions that tho sleeping tinio is diminished 
with the increase of the woi king hours 
torn class to class, so that pupils of the 
same age enjoj' less according as they 
are higher in their classes. It thus ap- 
pears constantly that in schools of rela- 
tively longer hours of work the sleeping 
;ime of the pupils is correspondingly 
horter, In short, the prolongation of 
he working hours takes place for the 
most part at tho cost of the time for 
leep.—Professor Axel Key in Popular 
Science.

This council 
elects a chairman from its members, 
vho thus becomes president of the re- 
jublic, and assumes a cabinet portfolio, 
sualty that of foreign affairs. 
He is 


lothed with no powers of appointment 
;o office. 
His co-members of the cabi- 


net, even the judges of the supreme 
ourt, arc all elected. He can serve but 
a single year; hence hia time and tai- 
nts, instead of being devoted to tilting 
faces and seeking a re-election, are 
jiven to the service of his country. He 
s helped in his efforts for pure and eco- 
nomical government by a corps of trained 
statesmen.—S. H. M. Byers in Harper's.
